He doe.sn't 
know tliat this .sla.^h wa.i largely the work of 
John Taber, perennial penny-plncher and 
head of the hou.sc appropriations committee, 
and of Speaker Jo.'^cph Martin and Majority 
Leader Charles llalleck. 

He doesn't know that the vole was c1o.sp.

He doesn't know that among 
the supporters were many whose chief dis- 
tinction is a willingness to Jump through the 
hoop when tlic house leaders crack the whip. 
What the average European probably 
thinks— and haa a right to think— is that 
the house Is an elected group truly reprc- 
acntlnR the wishes of the people. He prob- 
ably thinks that the American people now 
w1h!i to hedge on their promise.*! of help, while 
the Russian government Is backing up ILs 
promises of a communist Utopia with some 
tanftlblc bencHts. 

It would seem that Messrs. Tabcr. Martin, 
Halieck and the rest are as misinformed 
about the wlsliea of the American people as 
this average European wo were talking about. 
For It has been shown clearly and repeatedly 
that the majority of Americans favor an aid 
program substantial enough to put Europe 
on Its feet and get It off America's back. 

Maybe these gentlemen didn't really think 
much about Europe, or about our govern- 
ment's problems there. Perhaps they Just fig- 
ured that this Ls an election year, and that a 
gesture of economy ought to be worth r.omc 
votes. So they cut ERP by S1.7!5,O0O.OOO. 
That was about an average week's military 
expenditure by this country In World war II. 

Maj'bc these gentlemen should be reminded 
again that we are .fighting a tough If blood- 
less war to save freedom In Europe for the 
sake of our own freedom. We may not be 
losing that war today, but we aren't winning 
It, Tlic vital political battle for Germany 
seems to be going against us. A friendly 
French government, which depends much 
on i::^ Is under attack from two sides. 

Tlic flush o^ gratitude and enthusl:usm for 
the Marshall plan has nubsldcd, Europe Is 
waiting to sec the great promise fulfilled. 
Meanwhile our opponent, though he may lie 
low at times, never rests from his drive to 
communize Europe. In this atmosphere the 
gentlemen of the house, through innocence. 
Ignorance or malice, have given their country 
a major setback In Its fight for freedom-
